Navy Ship to be Dedicated 
To Son of Grayling Woman 


The Pfc Dewayne T. Williams, a U.S. 
Navy Maritime Prepositioning Ship (MPS) 
will be christened on May 18 at the General 
Dynamics Quincy, Massachusetts Ship- 
building Division. The ship is named for 
U.S. Marine Corps Medal of Honor winner 
PFC Dewayne T. h emcee who was killed 
in Viet Nam in 1968 while saving the lives of 
his fellow patrol members during an am- 
bush. 

The ship’s sponsor will be PFC Williams’ 
mother, Mrs. Howard C. Williams, of Gray- 
ling. Featured speaker at the christening 
will be Lieutenant General George B. Crist, 
USMC, Deputy Chief of Staff for Installa- 
tions and Logistics. All MPS ships are 
named for officers and men of the Marine 
Corps who have been awarded the Medal of 
Honor. 

The mission of the 22,700-ton ship is to pro- 
vide support for the U.S, Rapid Deployment 
Force. Stationed at forward bases in regions 
of potential crisis and fully loaded with mili- 
tary cargoes, it will be ready at all times to 
get underway. With nearly four acres of 
cargo space on seven decks, the ship can 
deliver the ammunition, fuel, supplies, and 
equipment needed by one-quarter of a 
Marine Amphibious Brigade or roughly 
3,000 men. It would require about 250 Boeing 
747s to provide equivalent capacity by air. 

Dewayne T. William was given the Medal 
of Honor for gallantry at the risk of his life 
above and beyond the call of duty while ser- 
ving as a rifleman with the First Platoon, 
Company H, Second Battalion, First 
Marines, First Marine Division in action in 
the Quang Nam Province, Republic of Viet- 
Nam. 

Williams was a member of a combat 

i patrol sent out from the company’s area of 
operations, from which it could intercept 
and destroy enemy sniper teams operating 
in the area. On the night of 18 September 
1968, the patrol was attacked from ambush 


by a squad of enemy using small arms and 
hand grenades. 

Although severely wounded in the back by 
the close intense fire, Williams, recognizing 
the danger to the patrol, immediately began 
to crawl forward toward a good firing 
position. While he was moving under the 
continuing intense fire, he heard one of the 
members of the patrol sound the alert that 
an enemy grenade had landed in their 
position. Reacting instantly to the alert, he 
saw that the grenade had landed close to 
where he was lying and without hesitation, 
in a valiant act of heroism, he rolled on top 
of the grenade as it exploded., absorbing the 
full and tremendous impact of the explosion 
with his own body. 

Through his extraordinary initiative and 
inspiring valor in the face of certain death, 
he saved the other members of his patrol 
from serious injury and possible loss of life, 
and enabled them to successfully defeat the 
attackers and hold their position until assis- 
tance arrived. His personal heroism and 
devotion to duty upheld the highest tradi- 
tions of the Marine Corps and the United 
States Naval Service. He gallantly gave his 
life for his country. 

His mother, Mrs. Howard C. Williams, the 
former Rose Mary Lou Smith, is the daugh- 
ter of Clyde and Betha Smith. 

She was born in Smith Creek, Michigan on 
February 9, 1931. A life-long Michigan resi- 
dent she was raised and attended schools in 
the towns of Smith Creek, Alba, and Capac. 

In 1948, she married the late Howard C. 
Williams, settled in St. Clair, Michigan, and 


beginning with the birth of Dewayne in 1949, 


set about raising a family of seven children. 

Mrs. Williams who now has 19 grand- 
children, has always been quite active in 4-H 
Ciub activities, is renowned for her culinary 
skills, is an accomplished seamstress, and 
is currently a hospital worker at the Gray- 
ling Mercy Hospital. 


Community Asked To 
Select Depot Color 


Crawford County residents will have a 
chance to select the color of paint for the 
Grayling railroad depot. 

Renovating the depot has been a com- 
munity project led by the Grayling Rotary 
Club. It seems fitting that the community 
should have a say in selecting the color of an 
important downtown building. 

About $9,000 has already been raised and 
spent putting a new roof on the depot, hydro- 
spraying the interior and exterior, and 
renovating a large room in the west portion 
of the depot. 


The Grayling High School building trades 
has been supplying free labor for most of the 
renovation project. 

They’re also re-conditioning a desk that 
was in the depot for a drawing to raise 
money to paint the depot. Rotarians are 
selling tickets for the drawing. 

Rotary member Randy Thompson says 


the organization is looking into having 
Camp Lehman paint crews help paint the 
depot but building height restrictions may 
prevent the work crews from participating. 

If the painting is contracted out, it will 
cost between $3,000 and $3,500, Thompson 
estimated. 

The railroad depot renovation fund has 
about $600 left after the roof was put on and 
the other work completed. 

The Rotary is starting a ‘Paint The 
Depot” drive to raise enough money to paint 
right away to have the depot look good for 
this summer season. 

Community citizens can contribute to the 
project while they help choose the color to 
paint the building. It is not necessary to 
donate to send in a choice of color but 
donations of any amount will help get the 
painting project started sooner.

Jury Clears County 


A six-person jury in federal district court 
at Bay City last Friday found Crawford 
County sheriff officials did not violate the 
civil rights of Fredrick and Emma Ahrns. 

The Ahrnses, former Crawford County 
residents, were seeking $2 million in 
damages claiming they were harrassed by 
sheriff deputies. 

After 11 days of trial proceedings, the jury 
found no cause for action against the defen- 
dants deputy Jeffrey Anthony, deputy Ar- 
thur Clough, deputy William Heemer, 
deputy Michael Johnson, Sgt. Paul Smith, 
former Sheriff Joseph White, the Crawford 
County Sheriff Department, and the County 
of Crawford. 

“They were serious allegations, of cour- 
se,” said Christopher Johnson, an attorney 
for the law firm of Cummings, McClorey, 
Davis, and Acho, which represented Craw- 
ford County. ‘‘We were really pleased to see 


‘that the jury system works so well and we 


really thought that justice was served.”’ 

The Ahrnses were represented by attor- 
ney Harry P. Gill, Jr., with the law firm of 
Smith and Brooker. Gill had no comment of 
the jury verdict but said he is in the process 
of filing post-trial motions and is con- 
sidering asking for a new trial. 


In a news conference Monday at the Craw- 
ford County Sheriff Department, Jeannette 
Kitchen, the county commissioner who 
chairs the law enforcement committee, said 
she was delighted and pleased with the ver- 
dict but not overwhelmed because she knew

the county had good representation and 
county witnesses knew what they were talk- 
ing about. 

“Y knew we had the truth on our side,” 
Kitchen said. ‘I had read depositions, I kept 
in contact with it (the case). Consequently, I 
knew that we should win. But should win and 
win isn’t always the same thing because I 
don’t know those jurors, I don’t know their 
minds, how they look at things. I don’t know 
if they like policemen or not.”’ 

“We felt that our trustworthiness and our 
reputations had been tarnished in Crawford 
County,” said jail administrator Michael 
Johnson at the news conference. “And we 
felt that by being given our day in court we 
were able to prove that we were right - we 
never did this to this man.”’ 

‘To the best of my knowledge, this is the 
first time on a lawsuit the sheriff depart- 
ment went in and fought it,” said current 
Sheriff Harold Hatfield. ‘Too often they 
take and pay off and it always makes the of- 
ficer or the department look guilty. This 
time we went to court and we proved we 
were right.” 

Mary Harland, chairwoman of the county 
board of commissioners, said the total cost 
to the county for defending the case in the 
trial is not known yet. The county is insured 
through the Michigan Municipal Risk 
Management Authority, but has a $50,000 
deductible. Harland said the county’s attor- 
ney will be attempting to recover some 


' money by filing for the plaintiffs to pay 


some of the court costs. 


School Board To Hold 
Special June Meeting 
To Decide GMS Issue 


The Crawford AuSable School will hold a 
special meeting Monday, June 3rd, to decide 
on a proposed Grayling Middle Schoo] ballot 
issue tentatively scheduled for September. 

At their regular meeting Monday, May 13, 
the school board were presented seven 
alternatives to consider for solving the mid- 
dle school problem, an elementary class- 
room shortage, and major district main- 
tenance problems. 

The alternatives came from 35 persons 
who attended five public meetings at 
Lovells, Frederic, and Grayling. 

The seven alternatives given to the board 
to consider placing on the ballot were the 
following: 

1) New middle school on different site - 
$5,173,000 — 2.8 mills for 20 years or 3.21 
mills for 15 vears. 

2) New middle school plus new roof at 
Grayling Elementary and adding five class- 
rooms at Grayling Elementary - $5,731,000 
~~ 3,44 mills for 20 years or 3.81 mills for 15 
years. 

3) Renovate middle school - $3,841,000 — 
2.14 milis for 20 years or 2.51 mills for 15 
years, 

4) Renovate middle school plus Grayling 
Elementary new roof and additional class- 
rooms - $4,399,000 — 2.44 mills for 20 years or 
2.81 mills for 15 years. 

5) Renovate middle school plus major 
district maintenance projects - $4,216,000 ~~ 
2.33 mills for 20 years or 2.70 mills for 15 
years. 

6) Three separate issues: I. Renovate 
middle school. IJ. Grayling Elementary roof 
and additional classrooms - $558,000, .3 mills 
for 20 years or .34 mills for 15 years. III. 
Major district maintenance projects - 
$375,000, .21 milis for 20 years or .25 mills for 
lSyears. 

7) Renovate middle school, Grayling Ele- 
mentary roof and classrooms, and major

Crawford AuSable School District Super- 
intendent Kent Reynolds recommended the 
board place one single issue on the ballot 
dealing only with the middle school and 
Grayling Elementary problems. 

He recommended asking the voters for a 
complete renovation of the middle school 
and moving the current bus garage there to 
the high school. Included with this proposal 
would be adding classrooms at the Grayling 
Elementary, installing a new roof there, 
replacing the boiler, renovating the play- 
ground, improving the traffic flow, and in- 
stalling carpet. The total cost would be 
$4,672,000 at 2.57 mills for 20 years or 2.95 
mills for 15 years. 

Reynolds said the complete renovation of 
the Grayling Middle Schoo] would ‘“‘for all 
practical purposes, build a new building in- 
side the confines of the old building.” 

“The only thing remaining of the existing 
middle school,’’ said Reynolds, ‘‘would be 
the footings, the four outer walls, and the 
concrete floors under the science labs and 
computer lab.”’ 

He said the building exterior would be 
repaired but keep its former appearance. 

To tear everything down and build an en- 
tire new building at the site would cost $1 
million more, he said. 

The renovation would include an addition 
to connect the gym and classroom building. 
The addition would have a cafeteria to seat 
300 students at one time, a music room, and 
space for fifth grade physical education. 

The middle school gyrn would also be 
renovated in the proposal. 

Renovation of the middle school would 
allow five more classrooms in the building

Court to become a despot in 
the Roe v. Wade decision. 
This illegal, unconstitutional 
action by legislation 
declared unborn babies to be 
non-human, and void of in- 
dividual worth or considera- 
tion. With 15 million victims 
of this holocaust before us, 
we are more appalled by the 
bombing of buildings than 
the burning of babies. With 
apathy we watch the fulfill- 
ment of Thomas Jefferson’s 
prophecy: ‘‘Nothing in the 
Constitution has given them 
(the Supreme Court) a right 
to decide for the Executive, 
more than the Executive to 
decide for them. The opinion 
which gives to the judges the 
right to decide what laws are 
constitutional, and what not, 
not only for themselves in 
their own sphere of action, 
but for the Legislative and 
Executive also, in their 
spheres, would make the 
judiciary a despotic bran- 
ch,”? 

Harvard law professor 
Abram Chayes has said of 
judiciary conirol in Amer- 
ica: “Its chief function now 
is as a catalyst of social

THE COST of winning an election these 


- days makes one wonder whether it’s all 


worth it. The cost of losing is pretty high, 
too. 

A case in point is the recent special state 
senate election in the Grand Rapids area. A 
vacancy was created when the incumbent, 
Paul Henry, was elected to Congress last 
November. 

State Rep. Vernon Ehlers finally won the 
Senate seat, defeating former Sen. Stephen 
Ménsma. But in that single race the price 


* tag was astronomical. 


‘Together, the two major party candidates 
spent more than $525,000 - the most ever 
spent on a legislative race in Michigan. 
Republican Ehlers reported spending 
$264,640 and Democrat Monsma reported 
spending $262,858. 

IN ADDITION the Michigan Republican 
Party spent more than $203,000 on Ehlers’ 
cause, while Democrats shelled out a 
smaller amount for Monsma. That isn’t 
taking into account either the help given one 
candidate or the other by unions, profes- 
sional groups, and other backers. 

The state senate job; incidentally, pays 
about $30,000 a year. 

Of course, in the Ehlers-Monsma race, 
political control of the state Senate was at 
stake. Ehlers’ win maintained the 1 azor-thin 
Republican margin in the Senate, along with 
all the committee chairmanships, larger 
staff, more influence, etc. That makes the 
attention a bit more justifiable. 

But spending more than half a million 
dollars for a job that is valued at $30,000 a 
year? It sure makes you wonder what’s 
wrong with the system.

‘Attorney General Frank Kelley has 
charged the 6.4 percent, $99 million a year 
rate hike granted Consumers Power Com- 
pany by the Public Service Commission to 
ease its Midland-related financial troubles 
was unlawful because rates already pay for 
services provided. 

In a suit filed in Ingham County Circuit 
Court, Kelley asked the rate hike to be set 
aside and the PSC be permanently enjoined 
from granting electric rate increases 
related in any fashion to the failed nuclear 
power plant. 

The commission, saying it was acting to 
assure reliable utility service, in late March 
approved the rate hike for six years contin- 
gent upon a $600 million Consumers 
austerity plan, an agreement with banks to 
restructure a $1.2 billion unsecured debt, 
suspension of common stock dividends and 
avoidance of bankruptcy. 

‘Kelley contended a rate hike for 
erroneous Midland decisions was 
“unreasonable, unlawful and an un- 
necessary burden” on customers and com- 
rnon stockholders, while other investors in- 
cluding shareholders, banks, preferred and 
preference stockholders and sale-leaseback 
lenders escaped the consequences. 

‘ “The commission’s granting a rate in- 
crease solely for the purpose of assisting the 
company in paying its debts when due, when 
existing rates fully cover the costs of ser- 
vice, including a fair return on investment, 
was unlawful. 

The rate order contains no finding that the 
company could not meet all of its obligations 
when due under prudent and efficient 
management,” the suit said. 

Kelley said his experts showed the utility 
could meet its obligations if it omitted pre- 
ferred and preference stock dividends dur- 
ing the 1985-80 period. 

The suit said rate increases to help the 
utility pay its debts which were due solely to 
financing for a plant which it is unable to 
complete are not allowed under state law.

The attorney general contended a six-year 
rate increase unlawfully usurped the legis- 
lative ratemaking function of future PSC 
panels. 

Kelley also appealed the decision of the 
other two commissioners rejecting his 
motion to disqualify PSC Chairman Eric 
Schneidewind for allegedly improper com- 
munications with Consumers officials to 
negotiate an increase. 

Research Excellence Details Announced 

Details of how Governor James Blan- 
chard’s proposed $25 million research ex- 
cellence fund for the state’s four major uni- 
versities - Michigan State, the University of 
Michigan, Wayne State and Michigan Tech - 
were announced recently. 

Out of the $25 million, $22 million would be 
earmarked specifically for the four re- 
search institutions, $1.5 million will go to an 
applied technology fund for the state’s other 
public universities and the remaining $1.5 
million will go for research being-conducted 
at several universities. 

The four research colleges would have to 
submit coordinated proposals for research 
grants which would detail long range plans 
to develop national excellence in research 
along with disseminating information learn- 
ed to the state’s economy, list other revenue 
sources for the projects and provide a 
pledge of continued university support for 
the projects.

Herbal 
Corner 


Pennyroyal oil is said to 
deter fleas on dogs when 
they are sprayed with the oil 
after a bath. There are those 
people who put the Penny- 
royal leaves in the dogs 
house. My dog politely kick- 
ed the leaves out when I 
turned my back on him. 
However, being just as 
stubborn, I did rinse him 
with the strong Pennyroyal 
tea and found it did keep 
away some of the flies, Keep- 
ing this in mind I made a tea 
for myself, but I added fresh 
Garlic to the hot water as 
well, Splashing myself with 
the tea, I learned it did deter 
some of the flies; never mind 
those who found ‘themselves 
hungry for Italian food when 
they approached me. 

Don’t forget those Bay 
leaves around your kitchen 
cupboards to keep out un- 
wanted vermin. 

In planting your garden 
try planting a row of cab- 
bages, or any of those in the 
cabbage family, in between 
your rows of potatoes. Not 
only do they enhance each 
other chemically, but the 
potatoes cover the cabbages 
as each of the two vegetables 
grow, thereby giving the 
cabbages a cool environ- 
ment, which is what they 
like. Planting these two 
together keep the insects off 
each other. However, 
beware, when you harvest 
one, you will have to spray 
the other. It almost seems 
like the potatoe bugs are 
waiting at the edge of the 
garden until the cabbage is 
picked.

A problem we face every 
spring is the removal of 
young animals from their 
natural habitat. Many 
people just cannot help 
themselves when they see 
what they think is an aban- 
doned baby. A serious situa- 
tion arises when the animal 
involved is a deer. A fawn is 
cute, fun and defenseless 
and people feel they are 
doing a good thing when they 
“rescue” it from the wild. 

What people don’t realize 
is that 99% of the time the 
fawn’s mother is probably 
watching them as they pick 
it up and carry it away. 
Practically any animal will 
leave its young for various 
lengths of time. Never far 
away, always watchful, the 
parent is there. 

. After the fawn is ‘saved’, 
problems begin to develop. 
What to feed it? Where to 
keep it? How long to keep it? 
A wild animal raised in close 
captivity does not have an 
opportunity to fine tune sur- 


= vival skills needed in the 


wild and has a_ reduced 
chance of survival when 
released. 

Some animals become 
dangerous as they become 
older. A young girl from the 
thumb area was nearly 
killed several years ago by 
an antlered buck which had 
been raised by a neighboring 
farmer. The 1% year old 
buck attacked the girl for no 
apparent reason, severely 
lacerating her face with his 
antlers as she approached to

wild baby. But they have a ; 


rea] tendency to viciousness 
as they grow older. 

The best thing to do when 
you see a young wild animal 
is to leave it alone. Don’t 
touch, don’t approach too 
closely. Observe it quietly if 
you wish, but leave it where 
you find it. Nature takes 
care of its own.

evaluation and treatment of 
high blood pressure in- 
dicates an added considera- 


_ tion has been given to non- 


drug therapy as a way to 
control high blood pressure. 
Reduction in weight, sodium 
(salt) restriction, moderate 
alcohol consumption, no 
smoking, reduced intake of 
saturated fats, and exercise, 
are integral to a total pro- 
gram of blood pressure con- 
trol. 

Although great strides in 
high blood pressure control 
have been made, further 
emphasis needs to be made 
in early detection for prompt 
treatment of high risk in- 
dividuals; life style modifi- 
cations, dietary manage- 
ment, counseling and 
assuring those on drug 
therapy stay on their daily 
program.

NOTICE OF RIGHT TO REFERENDUM ON 
BECOMING A CHARTER TOWNSHIP 


Official certification has been received from the 
Michigan Secretary of State that the township of Gray- 
ling has a population of 2,000 or more and the township 
board has the right to exercise one of three options con- 
eerning status as a charter township under the 
provisions of Act 359, Public Acts of 1947, as amended: 

4. Adopt by majority vote a resoiution apposed to 
incorporation as a charter township. 

2. Adopt by majority vote a resolution of intent to 
approve incorporation as a charter township. 

3, Adopt by majority vote a resolution to place 
before the elactorate at the next regular or special 
township election the question of incorporation as & 
charter township. 

In the event option 2 is adopted by the township 
board, the citizens of the township have the right to file 
a “Right to Referendum Petition’’. This petition must 
be filed within the 60 days which must lapse between 
passage of a resolution of intent to incorporate and 
final passage of the resolution to incorporate as a char- 
ter township. 

The petition will follow, in general form, the nom- 
inating petition form as prescribed in the Michigan 
Election Law, and in the heading will indicate ‘“‘Dis- 
agreement of Intent fo Incorporate as a Charter Town- 
ship.”’ The petition must be signed by not less than 10% 
of the registered voters of the township based on the 
vote cast for all candidates for supervisor at the last 
election at which a supervisor was elected. 

If the petition is successful, the question of incor- 
poration will be placed on the ballot at the next general 
or special township election.

When you engage an attor- 
ney, do not blindly follow his 
advice. Most of us assume 
that they know the law and 
don’t bother to ask quesa, 
tions. Many times we find 
that the action they take are 
not in our best interest. Often 
resulting in damages to us, 
monetary or otherwise. 

If you have been damaged 
by a lawyers misrepresen- 
tation or bad advice there 
are some things you can do. 
Don’t stand back and accept 
the cards that are dealt to 
you! These people depend on 
the fact that they intimidate 
most of us, they are not Gods 
We all start out in life the 
same way and should not 
allow ourselves to be made 
to think that anyone is better 
than we are. Be warned, 
there is a two year statute of 
:imitations for any malprac- 
tice suit. If an attorney feels 
he is in this position, he may 
try to sit out the time by 
ignoring you or stalling in 
some other manner. 

You will have to search, 
but there are a few lawyers 
in Michigan who handle 
legal malpractice. Contact 
one of them by all means. 
They can determine whether 
you have a valid complaint 
for suit. A lawyer in your 
own area may not be the best 
choice as he may be in- 
timidated by the attorney in 
question, it’s best to go 
somewhere else. If you are. 
gun shy by now (and most of 
us would be), you also have a 
right to file a grievance with 
the State Bar and they will 
do a full scale investigation 
if they think you have a valid 
complaint and malpractice 
has been committed. This 
rarely will result in a mone- 
tary settlement, but you may 
gain some satisfaction in 
knowing that the Bar can 
revoke or suspend the right 
to practice if the offense is 
great enough. 

I’m sure I may turn up 
more alternatives as [| 
research this more fully. If 
there is anyone out there 
who was wondering where to 
go next I hope I have been of 
some help.
